While this polishes the brass, it makes 
my hands coarse and hardened, a.nd this 
also accounts for their yellow appear- 
ance. It is very bad for the hands, es- 
pecially if you happen to have a flesh 
wound or a sore, which, coming in con- 
tact with the rusty bars, is liable to 
poison your Foloocl, but what is to be 
done? You can't wear gloves, as it is 
hard to handle cash with the mittens 
on."

Bar silver is selling in NOW York at 


55% cents an ounce, the lowest price 
for the metal on record, and the gold- 
-baga are rejoicing. A metal which has 
been uaod as money since and before 
•Tosepii was sold by his brethren to '• 
Egyptian merchants, and of which the 
Ouited States is tha greatest producer, 
has bean stricken down by legislation 
in the house of its friends, and men 
who pretend to have the welfare of the 
country at heart point triumphantly to 
the rain which they have accomplished. 


Silver having beeu u money metal 


from the earliest times it had a fixed 
value while the mints were open for its 
coinage as they now are for gold. Hos- 
tile legislation, surreptitiously con- 
dueled by greedy conspirators, closed 
the mints against it aud the result is a 
market value of 55 and a fraction cents 
ftn ounce for a metal the coinage value 
of which is $1 29 cents an ounce in (be 
United States aud $1 33 per ounce in 
Europe. 


The effect of this decline in tho prue 


of silver, which is wholly due to the 
schemes of the money kings to increase 
their wealth by making money more 
valuable, will be to close every silver 
mine in the United States, in which 
gold does not form a considerable part 
of the value of the bullion produced. 
This has already been manifested in 
Utah, where two of the most extensive 
mines in the State have been shutdown 
and 700 men thrown out of employ- 
ment. 
Keports from Oortez, Austin 


and other places in this State are to 
the effect that the mines cannot be 
worked at the present price of silver, 
except at a loss, and several hundred 
more persons, who have been receiving 
fair wages for their labor, will be 
thrown out of employment. 
It is 


probable, also, that the mines in Tuaoa- 
rora, which are not gold producers, 
will shut down. Cyanide plants which 
have been started on tailings which 
contain considerable silver may also 
be forced to suspend operations. 


The suspension of silver coinage by 


the Governments which are controlled 
oy the gold trust is not because theie 
is a surplus of silver coins, for Bach is 
not the fact, but for the purpose of 
increasing the purchasing power of 
gold. The dominant party in the Sen- 
ate and House of Bepreseutatives, as 
well as the Administration, is leagnec 
with those cormorants and in the silver 
producing States, wbieh are possibly 
more affected by the decline in silver 
than the manufacturing States of the 
East, there are subsidized papers anc 
hungry politicians that deride and 
misrepresent those who are endeavor- 
ing to restore silver by electing a Pres 
ident and a Congress, which will re- 
store silver, of which we are the great- 
est producer, to its historic place as a 
money metal.

The Carson News of last evening 


goes into a kind of ecstatic condition 
over the possible Brady fistic carnival 
and descants on the past, present and 
future equal to a San Francisco Jack- 
son street trance medium, What it 
says about Mr. Ellinghouse and his as- 
surances regarding Carson, is not dis- 
puted by any one in Reno, but as far as 
•Keno having offered any special in- 
ducements or bid for the carnival, or 
even an intimation of what her busi- 
ness men would do in the matter is, to 
put it mildly, absolutely untrue

The city has 183 
milesr of granite, 142 miles of macad- 
amized roads and streets, 94 miles ot 
asphalt, and 90 miles of Belgium pave- 
ment. The city of Philadelphia, much 
larger territorially than New York, has 
331 miles of Belgium, block pavement, 
172 cf asphalt, 152 macadam, 70 of \ etri- 
fied brick, 11 of granolithic, three of 
slag, and nearly 200 of cobblestone. 
The growth of an American city is 
shown clearly by the number of miles 
of improved pavement in streets, and 
it is bclic'iocl by public works officials 
that after January 1, 1898, there will be 
a visible improvement in all the pave- 
ments, ol 1hc> city outside of its present 
boundaries.—X. Y. Sun.
